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National Jewelers Board of Trade Writes Congressional Com- 
mittee as to Amendments of Owen-Goeke Bill. 














T the regular monthly meeting of the di- 

rectors of the National Jewelers Board 
of Trade held Thursday at the executive 
offices of the Board, 15 Maiden Lane, New 
York, the following letter to the Congres- 
sional committee in charge of what is 
known as the Owen-Goecke watch case bill 
was authorized and mailed, the Board 
wishing to go on record as opposed to any 
legislation covering the marking of 
precious metals that did not require the 
double test in determination of the quality, 
i.c., the test of the quality of the gold used 
and a test of the quality of the whole ar 
ticle, these being the concurrent 
quired in the National Stamping Law and 
the laws of the States that have passed 
acts in conformity thereto.

A special committee appointed by the president of 
the National Jewelers Board of Trade, in June, 
1913, to study this bill, reported on Dec. 1, 1913, 
that the bill did not provide a workable remedy 
for the evils complained of; that the question of 
a minimum gold standard had not been presented 
to or passed upon by the jewelry trade; that the 
prohibition of guaranties and warranties of mer- 
chandise by manufacturers or dealers was not 
reasonably within the province of 
its power to regulate commerce with foreign coun- 
tries and between the States; that even 
if Congress passed such an act the supplementary

We do not for a moment assume that the 
officers of the New England Manufacturing Jew- 

Silversmiths’ Association, or the jew- 
who signed this memorial, did so with the 
knowledge that their proposed test for gold is 
not a test at all, but simply a partial test, which 
is inconclusive and unworkable. This Board, 
therefore, respectfully urges you to disregard the 
substitute section so offered by the committee of 
the New England Manufacturing Jewelers’ and 
Silversmiths’ Association. The National Jewelers 
Trade, representing as it does sub- 
stantially the wholesale jewelry trade of the 
United States, is intensely interested in every 
movement for bringing about reforms in our trade, 
and particularly in helping to obtain a compre- 
hensive national stamping act, which shall be just 
ind fair, alike to manufacturers, dealers and the 
public. 

Our present National Stamping Act needs to be 
amended in order to provide certain standards for 
gold, silver, platinum, gold and silver plate, nickel- 
silver, German silver, white metal, gun metal and 
other metals used in the jeweler’s art. 

Such an amended act should first have earnest 
consideration from all branches of the jewelry 
business, to the end that proper legislation may 
be suggested to Congress by the entire trade. A 
conference will be called at an early day as pro- 
vided for by the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted at the convention of the Na- 
tional Jewelers Board of Trade, in New York, in 
lebruary last: 

‘Whereas, The Good and Welfare Committee 
of the National Jewelers Board of Trade re-

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Summer Course in Gemology and Assay- 
ing at Columbia University. 
Members of the jewelry trade in the vi- 
cinity of the metropolis will be pleased 
to learn that Columbia University, which 
a year ago established a short gem course 
for jewelers, has again offered such a 
course as part of the Summer program. 
This is in charge of Dr. Alfred J. Moses, 


professor of mineralogy, etc., at the uni- 
versity, and ts in the form of 30 lectures 
on gems and gem minerals. The course 


runs for six weeks from July 6 to Aug. H. 

Such substances as coral, amber and jet 
will also be described and the methods for 
determining the crystalline form, cleavage, 
optical characters, specific gravity, hard- 
ness, etc., of gem minerals will be ex 
plained and iJlustrated. Students will 
drilled in the use of the microscope, dich 
roscope, refractometer and other instru- 
ments and made familiar with the various 
tests for precious and ornamental stones, 
particularly those which distinguish the 
real from the imitation and artificial prod 
ucts. The laboratory work, covering test- 
ing, etc., will be from 4 to 6 Pp, m. and the 
lectures will be from 6 to 7 p. mM. There 
will also be another evening class under 
the same professor, in which the course 
will be identical with the first mentioned 
except that there will be a smaller amount 
of laboratory work required. 

Another course announced by Columbia 
University, designed to assist manufactur- 
ing jewelers, is that on assaying conducted 
by Prof. E. J. Hall, in which there will 
be afternoon lectures from 1.10 to 2 Pp. M. 
and laboratory work in the other hours 
from 8.30 a. mM. to 5 p. Mm. The subjects 
here covered of interest to our trade are 
the assaying of gold bullion and alloys; 
assay of silver bullion and alloys by fire 
and humid methods; the treatment and 
handling of sweeps and pumice; their 
proper sampling and assay; the recovery 
of values from pickling and plating solu- 
tions and their assay and also the assay- 
ing of platinum alloys. 

Neither for the gem or the assaying 
courses is an entrance examination re- 
quired, though some knowledge of chem- 
istry is desired. Any person qualified to 
pursue the study to advantage will be ad- 
mitted. 

While the jewelry trade is fortunate in 
having a university like Columbia intro- 
duce courses during the Summer that will 
give its members a chance to get a tech- 
nical and academic education on subjects 
that are of vital importance to their in- 
dustry, and while the example set by this 
university may be valuable in aiding the 
trade in other sections, nevertheless there 
is some disappointment at the fact that the 
lectures on gems could not be held some- 
where in the jewelry district instead of at 
the university proper. Were it possible to 
hold these lectures, for instance, at the 
rooms of the National Jewelers Board of 
Trade or anywhere else in Maiden Lane, 
there is no doubt that a large number of 
business men who feel they could then 
afford the time for the lecture itself would 
attend, whereas they will not take the extra 
time to go to and from the university. 

Wherever it is possible though for a 
jeweler to attend the gem course it is to 
his interest to do so, because this is about 
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the only opportunity that has been offered 
him to get a knowledge of the mineralog- 
ical and scientific side of gems, which 
though necessary in his business can hard- 
ly be obtained from the ordinary text 
books and never through the handling of 


gems alone.

Ordinance Forbidding Auction Sales of 
Jewelry After 6 P. M. Passed by 
City of Worcester, Mass. 
WorcesTER, Mass., May 13.—The Worces- 
ter Chamber of Commerce is making war 
on the itinerant jewelry peddler and the 
man who conducts auctions of cheap jew- 

elry after nightfall. 

J. Lewis Ellsworth, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce; Albert H. Inman, 
president of the mercantile bureau, and 
Edward B. Clapp, secretary of the mercan- 
tile bureau, filed a petition with City Clerk 
W. Henry Towne last week asking that the 
City Council of Worcester adopt an ordi- 
nance forbidding the sale of watches and 
jewelry in auction rooms after 6 o’clock 
p. M. daily by anyone who has not beeen 
engaged in the jewelry business in Worces- 
ter for at least three years. 

The committee calls attention to an ordi- 
nance containing the same _ restrictions 
which has been in force in New Haven for 
several years. 

The ordinance as presented by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce reads: 

“Be it ordained by the Board of Alder- 
men of the City of Worcester: 

“Section 1. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall sell or dispose of at public auc- 
tion within the city of Worcester, after 6 
o’clock in the afternoon, merchandise of 
any description unless such person or per- 
sons shall have been engaged in business 
in Worcester for a period covering at least 
the three preceding years. 

“Sec. 2. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of Section 1 shall forfeit and

pay a penalty of $50 for each and every 
offense.” 

Accompanying a copy of the proposed 
ordinance is the following letter addressed 
to the City Clerk: 

The Chamber of Commerce, Bureau of Mercan- 
tile Affairs, have received many complaints from 
the legitimate, established, reputable merchants of 
Worcester taxpayers, protesting against the auc- 
tion sales of watches, jewelry, silverware, etc., by 
an itinerant class of venders, who manage to keep 
just within within the law, yet deceive the working 
classes by misrepresentation of articles offered 
for sale. 

The committee on mercantile affairs has made 
a careful investigation and find that many cities 
have enacted an .ordinance prohibiting auction 
sales of watches, jewelry, etc., after six o’clock in 
the afternoon. The committee found that many 
other articles of merchandise of inferior value 
were sold at auction sales in the evening, and 


respectfully requests that an ordinance be en- 
acted to read, “Merchandise of any description.” 
This protects the working people from being 


imposed upon by a class of irresponsible venders.

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‘Philadelphia Police Arrest Man and His 


Wife Who Attempted to Rob Jew- 
elry Salesman. 

Pa., May 15.—Captured 
at the point of a revolver in the thick oi 
a theater crowd just as he was attempting 
to escape from the city with a woman who 
says she is his wife, after a bold attempt to 
rob John Montanio, a jewelry salesman, 
918 Quarry St., Al Johnson, said to be 
known in Chicago as ‘A) Adams” and re- 
garded by the police as a notorious thief 
and a dangerous criminal, was arrested 
and placed in a cell at the [lth and Win- 
ter St. police station last night.

The capture of the man and the woman 
was the result of quick and clever action 
on the part of Special Patrolmen McFar- 
land, Stoeker and Barron, of the 11th 
and Winter St. station, after an attempt 
to eftect a robbery of nearly $3,000 worth 
of jewelry. According to the police, before 
their arrest Johnson and the woman had 
conspired to rob Montanio not only of his 
jewelry, but of $1,900 in cash as well. 
Their plans had been laid to the finest de- 
tail, and only failed when in a rough and 


without bail 


tumble fight, their victim losing his wea- 
pon, managed to summon aid by 
loud cries of “murder.” 

Checks for 
New York, which was taken from John- 
son’s pockets, the police believe will fasten 
upon him the guilt of other robberies. 
Johnson resisted arrest with a revolver, 
which he pointed at the policemen from 
a taxicab in which he was sitting. The 
police, however, were not to be thwarted, 
and leaped upon the man, pinning him to 
the floor of the taxi. 

Montanio appeared against the two at 
the hearing. Assailed by the would-be 
robber, he was struck over the head with 
a blackjack and then with a revolver. His 
injuries necessitated several stitches being 
taken in his scalp at the Hahnemann Hos- 
pital. 

According to the victim’s story, he and 
his wife became acquainted with Johnson 
and his wite, Jessie, several days ago, 
when the Johnsons were living in a house 
at 1513 Arch St, As a part of the con- 
spiracy, Jessie Johnson, or Jessie Adams, 
by which name she is also known, induced 
Mrs. Montanio to accompany her to the 
theatre jast night, leaving the husbands to 
await their return at the Montanio home. 
When she called for Mrs. Montanio, 
Mrs. Johnson innocently left a little pack- 
age behind her which later proved to be a 
pair of handcuffs. The police say the 
keys to them were found later in John- 
son’s pockets. When the women left, the 
men began smoking and talking. The 
police believe opium was smoked. Sud-

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Exports of American Fountain Pens 
During 1913 Exceeded 300,000. 

A special dispatch from Washington to 
the American Stationer states that the 
United States exports over 300,000 fountain 
pens each year, or approximately one 
fountain pen for each gross of ordinary 
pens exported. Last fiscal year we exported 
309,200 fountain pens and 49,500,000 ordi- 
Nary pens, sales in each case having been 
made in about 50 countries. In ,the 20 
months since the record of fountain pen 
exports began the sales abroad have 
amounted to a half-million pens, with an 
average wholesale value of $1.05 each.

in the last fiscal year were con- 
signed to England, 43.700 to Canada and 
30,000 to France. Next in importance as 
foreign markets for this class of American 
manufactures are: 

Germany, the Netherlands and Austria- 
Hungary, in Europe; Cuba, the British 
West Indies and Panama, in North Amer- 
ica; India and Japan, in Asia, and Aus- 
tralia and the Philippine Islands. Singu- 
larly, the same countries are, in most cases, 
the largest purchasers of our metallic pens. 

The fountain pen industry, while rela- 
tively small, is rapidly increasing in im- 
portance, and it may therefore be expected 
that the exports will greatly expand in the 
near future. In the 10 years from 1899 to 
1909, according to the official figures of 
the Census Bureau, the value of products 
turned out by the fountain, stylographie 
and gold pen industry almost trebled, while 
the output of steel pens doubled. Nearly 
all the domestic product is consumed in the 
United States, the figures of production 
having been in 1909 $5,300,000, and the re- 
corded exports of that year only $162,000, 
in comparison with $500,000 last year. Eng- 
lish and Swedish steel are largely used by 
our manufacturers in the production of 
pens, by reason of the specia) adaptability 
of that steel to this peculiar use. 

Imported fountain pens are making but 
little headway in our domestic markets, but 
other classes of pens, except those of gold, 
are bought in considerable quantities from 
foreign countries. Last year, for example, 
the value of fountain and stylographic pens 
entered for consumption at domestic ports 
was only $54,200, or about one-sixth the 
value of those which the United States sold 
abroad. 

In the same year, however, we bought 
over 625,000 gross of other metallic pens 
from foreign countries, with a total value 
of nearly $155,000. 

Gold pens are a negligible factor in our 
import trade. In 1909 the imports thereof 
entered for*consumption were valued at 
$12,358 ; by 1911 they had decreased to $65, 
and in 1913 had practically ceased, that 
year showing a total of only $1. In fact, 
the gold pen is a distinctly American prod- 
uct, and a large proportion of the world’s 
supply is made in New York.

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Two-Days Session and Banquet at Petersburg, Largely Attended: New Officers Elected 
and Trade Topics Discussed, 


| Virginia Retail Jewelers in Convention. 








PETERSBURG, Va., May 16.—Probably no 
convention in the history of the Virginia 
Retail Jewelers’ Association has accom- 
plished as much for the jewelers of the 
State, as that which convened here on 
Thursday and Friday, May 14 and 15, 
with nearly 75 delegates in attendance. 
The sessions were marked by an unusual 
spirit of enthusiasm, and great optimism 
was expressed concerning the future of 
the organization. Addresses were ac- 
corded the closest attention of the mem- 
bers, and their support enlisted for the 
national movements now under considera- 
tion and affecting the welfare of the jew- 
elry trade. 

In this latter connection, the jewelers 
adopted resolutions, after hearty discus- 
sion, providing endorsement of the Owen- 
Goeke and Stevens’ bills now before 
Congress, and copies of the resolutions have 
been sent to Virginia’s representatives in 
ihe national body. 

Letters were read at the convention 
from Senator Martin and Congressmen 
Swanson, Glass and Montague, assuring 
the State jewelers that the Owen-Goeke 
bill would receive their careful attention, 
and proper disposal, when it comes up for 
its final hearing. 

Other resolutions adopted by the asso 
ciation provided for approval of the 
Steenerson bill, making deceptive advertis- 
ing a misdemeanor. A movement also was 
inaugurated to establish an employment 
clearing house for the association. with 
the secretary in charge. App'ications for 
employment will be filed with him, and 
jewelers wishing e:ther work or assistance 
will be accommodated. The additional 
work to be thrown on the Secretary re- 
sulted in his being granted an allowance 
of $100 per vear. 

The association expressed its disapproval 
of silver manufacturers dealing directly 
with hotels in selling hotel silverware with- 
out consulting local jewelers, and a clock 
company came in for a vigorous con- 


demnation because of its alleged failure to 
keep its promises to retail its alarm clocks 
through jewelry stores exclusively. 
eral Virginia jewelers have signified their 
intention of dropping the company’s prod- 
uct as soon as their present contracts ex- 


A resolution extending sympathy to re- 
tail-jewelers of New Jersey, in their dis- 
approval of the practise of Newark, N. J., 
manufacturing firms of selling their goods 
directly to the public, espécially during the 
Christmas season, was heartily approved.

[he convention was honored by the pres- 
ence of Vice-President Charles F. Mana- 
han, of the American National Retail Jew- 
elers’ Association, and Col. J. 
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Their aggressive suggestions led to the un- 
qualified endorsement of the work of the 
American National Retail Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation in behalf of the jewelers of the 
country, and the extension of a rising vote 
of appreciation to the two visitors. 

At the election of officers, held at the 
closing session, President Henry Silver- 
thorn, of Lynchburg, was succeeded by 
EF. H. Titmus, owner of one of the largest 
jewelry stores in Petersburg. Secretary 
O. H. Russow, of Roanoke, and Treasurer 
J. S. James, of Richmond, received unani- 
mous re-election, and the following vice- 
presidents were chosen: E. S. Green, of 
Roanoke; J. J. Spear, of Danville; Fred 
J. Kohler, of Richmond; D. P. Paul, of 
Richmond, and W. D. Martin, of Farm- 
ville. 

Messrs. Stanton Pilcher and C. F. Lau- 
terbach, of Petersburg, were selected as 
new members of the executive committee, 
and the president and secretary designated 
as delegates to the annual convention of 
the A. N. R. J. A. 

The meetings opened in the rooms of 
the Petersburg Chamber of Commerce at 
10 o’clock Thursday morning, when Mayor 
Robert Cabaniss and Hon. J. Gordon 
Bohannon extended the city’s welcome to 
the visitors. President Silverthorn re- 
sponded briefly, and at once submitted a 
verbal report of the year’s work. This was 


characteristically brief. He told of the 
youth of the organization, but declared 
that it is growing rapidly. Ten members

He insists on a one-fifth 
payment when the watch is turned over to 
the customer, and a contract is signed, by 
which the purchaser pays one-twentieth 
each week. The contract should 
worded as to give the jeweler information 
concerning the purchaser’s relatives, his 
membership in lodges, etc., so that if the 
buyer leaves town he can be traced through 
these affiliations. 

“T have had the plan in operation for 
three years, and have not lost a single 
watch,” Mr. Manahan asserted.

$213, and Meyer & Gross, whose claim is

The members of the firm, Aaron and 
Samuel Hotchner, are declared to have 
committed an act of bankruptcy in paying 
to R. A. Breidenbach, New York, $200 and 
to the Bennett Crystal Co., of Newark, N. 
J., $182. A receiver is asked for. 

The firm, which also has offices in New 
York and Antwerp, has maintained a St. 
Louis branch for about seven years. It 
has been in charge of Samuel Hotchner. 
He declined to make a statement about 
the firm’s assets and liabilities. 








James E. Buoy, Springfield, IlIl., Goes 
Into Bankruptcy. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 16.—James E. 
Buoy, a manufacturing and retail jeweler 
of this city, has filed a petition in bank- 
ruptcy. The liabilities are reported to be 
$9,119. His nominal assets are said to ag- 
gregate $10,350. Most of his creditors are 

New York and Chicago firms. 

The firm of Buoy & Davedit was formed 
in June, 1908, succeeding Buoy & Child. 
They continued business until early in 1910, 
when they were closed out under an ex- 
ecution in favor of James E. Buoy, brother 
of William C. Buoy, of the old firm. James 
E. Buoy took over the firm’s effects in satis- 
faction of his claim. He opened a retail 
store at 318 S. 6th St., but still retains the 
manufacturing plant at 604 Post Office 
Court for the manufacturing and repairing 
of special order work. 








A. H. Glaser, Cleveland, O., Goes Into 
Bankruptcy. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 16.—A_ foreclosure 
on a chattel mortgage has forced A. H. 
Glaser, doing business at 12 Euclid Ar- 
cade, to file a petition in bankruptcy. His 
stock will inventory approximately at $3,000 
and his liabilities are about $10,000, nearly 
all of which was purchased from eastern 
manufacturers.

Cincinnati, O., May 15.—Another win- 
dow-smashing robbery was committed here 
last might at 9.30 o'clock, and the robbers 
succeeded in getting away with 18 diamond 
rings worth about $800. The daring ban- 
dits used a brick wrapped in newspapers to 
break the show window of Andrew Alich’s 
store, 930 W. Liberty St. They made their 
escape in a stolen automobile. 

The automobile belongs to J. J. Vogel- 
pohl, of 1538 Donaldson P1., and was found 
abandoned at Canal and Plum Sts. early 
this morning. He had parked it at Govern- 
ment square and was attending a banquet 
at the Gibson Hotel when it was taken. 

Mr. Alich was in the store when the rob- 
bery occurred and was standing within a 
few feet of the door when he heard the 
crash of falling glass. He rushed out im- 
mediately and saw a man with a tray of 
rings dash into an automobile. His son 
Edward followed the machine over Dudley 
St. to Poplar and to Central Aves., where 
he was out-distanced. 

Within eight minutes of the robbery, 
Night Chief of Police Stegner and the en- 
tire night detective force were at the scene 
of the crime and attempted to trace the 
thieves but could trail them only a short 
distance. 

Leo Ducklo, 553 Enright Ave., Price Hill, 
was standing at the corner when the ma- 
chine was driven up and stopped in front 
of Alich’s store, and he says there were 
two men in the automobile. They were 
both about 30 years old and smooth-shaven.

Creditors File Bankruptcy Petition 
Against Union Jewelry Co., New York. 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed in the United States District 
Court, New York, last Wednesday, against 
the Union Jewelry Co., 49 Maiden Lane, 
Manhattan. Isaac Jaffe, doing business as 
A. Jaffe & Son, with a claim of $400; Ab- 
raham Suderov, $37, and C. & F. Mazza, 
for $182, were the petitioning creditors. 
The assets, it is alleged, aggregate about 
$9,500, with possible liabilities of $14,000. 
The usual allegations relative to transfer- 
ring property and making preferential pay- 
ments are made by the creditors. 

One of the representatives of the firm of 
Robert & Hepburn, attorneys for the peti- 
tioning creditors, when interviewed by a 
JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR reporter, stated that 
he placed the assets at about $10,000, with 
possible liabilities of $13,000. The attorney 
was also under the impression that the de- 
linquent firm would make an offer of settle- 
ment in the near future which would be 
satisfactory to the creditors. 

D. C. Singer, one of the attorneys for 
the alleged bankrupt concern, when seen 
by a JEWELERS’ CrrcuLarR reporter, stated 
that, according to his estimation, the assets 
aggregated about $19,000, with possible lia- 
bilities of $14,000. He also stated that the 
reason for the filing of the petition was 
to protect his clients against the execution 
of a recent judgment obtained by another 
concern. Mr. Singer also believed that an 
extension proposition made to the cred- 
itors prior to the filing of the petition in 


bankruptcy would be accepted by a majority 
of the creditors within the next few days. 
lo sustain this statement Mr. Singer stated 
that he had already obtained the assurance 
of a large number of the creditors that 
they would accept this offer. 

The Union Jewelry Co. was incorporated 
under the laws of New York State on Aug. 
27, 1912. Dominick Melillo, president of 
the firm, prior to starting this business con- 
ducted a small private trade enterprise in 
Boston. In 1904 he came to New York with 
his brother, where he formed a partnership 
under the style of the Union Watch Co. 
This business was incorporated in 1908 
with a capital stock of $20,000 and the 
amount claimed paid in $10,000. Melilo 
was also president of this company, which 
was at that time located at 49 Maiden Lane. 

In January, 1910, they were petitioned 
into bankruptcy and later compromised 
with their creditors. They later resumed 
business and removed to 218 Grand St. 
Melillo retired from the company in De- 
cember, 1910, and started in business on 
his own account, which he soon discon- 
tinued and went to Europe. He later re- 


turned, when he inaugurated the present, 


alleged bankrupt firm. 








Omaha, Nebr., Merchant Arrested at 
New York, Charged with Smuggling 
Gems and Jewelry Valued 
at $7,000. 

Isaac Levy, said to be a jeweler of S. 
Omaha, Nebr., was arrested in New York 
last Thursday on a charge of smuggling a 
quantity of loose diamonds and several 
pieces of diamond jewelry claimed to be 
worth about $7,000. Mr. Levy was later 
arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Houghton, who held him in $2,000 
bail. In default of bail Levy was detained 
at the Tombs until Saturday morning, when 
the necessary bond was put up and the 
prisoner released. Mr. Levy, it is believed, 

will come up for a pleading shortly. 

According to the customs inspectors, 
Levy, upon landing in this city from 
abroad, was wearing a stickpin set with a 
number of diamonds, which, he said, he 
bought in this country. 

By some error Mr. Levy’s baggage was 
sent with that of the immigrants to Ellis 
Island. He later went there to recover it 
and encountered the inspector he had met 
on the pier when landing. Mr. Levy, when 
seen by the inspector, was asked about 
the stickpin, which was then missing 
from his tie. The jeweler, it is alleged, 
told the inspector that he had placed it in 
his pocket with some other diamonds he 
had in his possession. 

Mr. Levy thereupon produced a purse 
containing about 65 diamonds, some loose 
and some mounted, and several pieces of 
diamond jewelry. He is alleged to have 
admitted that he purchased them in 
London. 








Charles Sloan, a jeweler who is engaged 
in business at Schenectady, N. Y., has 
opened a store at 12 S. Pearl St., Albany, 
N. Y. The interior is attractively decorated 
in pale green and fitted with handsome 
showcases of mahogany and plate glass. 
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Death of Edward Kuenne. 

BaLtimorE, Md, May  13.—Edward 
Kuenne, who had been a jeweler in the 
southern section of this city for over 50 
years and one of the best-known residents 
of that section, died last Monday morning 
at his home, 801 Light St. Death was due 
to heart trouble. On Saturday Mr. Kuenne 
had attended to his duties in his store, at 
801 Light St., but on Sunday he complained 
of feeling ill. Nothing was thought of his 
illness at the time, as he had enjoyed re- 
markably good health for many years. Mon- 
day morning, however, he was stricken with 
heart trouble and died at 10.30 o’clock. 

Edward Kuenne was born in Hofgeis- 
mar, near Cassel, Germany, and came to 
this country with his parents when he was. 
six years old. He received his early educa- 
tion in private schools in this city and on 
the completion of his studies was appren- 
ticed to a jeweler by the name of Moehler. 
Later he became associated with a jeweler 
named Cronhardt and afterward started in 
business for himself at 649 Light St. and 
for 20 years was located at that address. 
For many years Mr. Kuenne was the only 
jeweler in the southern section who made 
wedding rings for the prospective brides 
of that section and he became generally 
known as the “Wedding Ring Jeweler.” 

The business which he established gained 
such proportions that he found it neces- 
sary to move to a larger store. He took 
the property at 801 Light St. and occupied. 
that store at the time of his death. 

Recently Mr. Kuenne celebrated the 50th 
anniversary of his admission to the Ger- 
mania Mennerchor, and he was presented 
with a chair by the members. Besides be- 
longing to the Germania Mzennerchor, he 
was a member of the South Baltimore 
Business Men’s Association and the Marini 
Evangelical Lutheran Church. In 1883 he 
married Miss Lizetta Scharrer, of this city. 

Besides a widow, he is survived by three 
sons and one sister. 








Death of Louis O. Stevens. 

Macon, Ga., May 13.—Louis O. Stevens, 
who was formerly located at Atlanta, Ga., 
died at the home of his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
H. M. Worsham, on College St., last Sun- 
day. He had been in failing health for sev- 
eral years.

Mr. Higginbotham then took up the mat- 
ter of a time standard, and declared that 
he attempt to divide the country into time 
zones Was antiquated, and that the only 
solution toward anything definite would be 
one central meridian of time, from which 
all sections f the country should take 
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their time. He also spoke strongly in fa- 
vor of the straight 24 hour time for train 
schedules, cutting out the a, M. and P, M. 
features, that system being now in use in 
parts of Canada. 

President Damuth, of the local organiza- 
tion, in his talk covered the situation local- 
fy and expressed his views on the needs 
of the situation in the following :

These conditions 
must be met before we can hope for much. The 
State of South Dakota is large. The towns are not 
The jewelers with whom I have become acquainted, 
whether members of this association or not, I find 
to be a high-minded, splendid lot of fellows, each 
fully in need of honest consideration in the busi- 
ness world It is for this that all State asso- 


ciations are earnestly striving through concerted 
effort, and for which the national association was 
organized with a determined purpose. Is this not 
a worthy cause, and is it not true that each should 
give the best he has to bring about such an end? 
Primarily, two things appear; first, the tendency 
to be indifferent to the causes of the evils which

creep into the business world, and the absolute 





lack of efficient system to eliminate “guess” f1 
private business so far as it is possible. These two 
overcome and I believe the response to a call for 
co-operation in active work would be met by the 
full army of the craft. 

We are always impressed with the wonderful 
activity of city life and of the contrasted lethargy 
of the rural communities. A short time since I 
had the privilege of listening to a very able dis- 
course upon the subject, “The Making of Your 
Own Environment,” this to me very largely solved 
a question which had long been uppermost in my 
mind, and showed me why some men rise above 
those about them until] the contrast is most signif- 
icant. Gentlemen, this is food for serious thought 
upon the part of each and every one. 

Getting the guesswork out of your business is 
the next important thing. Knowledge alone makes 
it possible to do this. To obtain this knowledge 
in business means that in every concern an ac- 
counting system must be in use, which really and 
thoroughly accounts by telling you at all times 
all that you should know about your business. It 
has been but a short time since it became possible 
for the small business man to obtain such a sys- 
tem; in fact not so very long since even the 
largest were working largely in the dark. It is 
surprising what the net profits will show with the 
Same investment and the same gross business with 
the use of proper accounting, as compared with the 
old guess methods. Within the past five years a 
change of this kind has saved many firms. Try it 
and see what it will do for you, if you have not 
already installed an efficient system. ; 

I would recommend that the State be divided 
into districts in which local clubs be formed which 
should meet at regular intervals during the year, 
and in this way get its members in close touch 
with one another, and become working factors 
during the entire year with the problems which are 
confronting us. I trust that before this conven- 
tion adjourns such arrangements can be made. 

There are a number of bills now pending before 
Congress which will materially affect our welfare, 
and it stands each in hand to lend their support 
and influence in bringing about their passage. I 
would like at this time to mention the following: 
The Stevens bill, H. R. 13305, which will give 
protection to the fixed selling price of standard 
articles and defeat the price-cutting evil to a 
marked extent, also the Owen-Goeke bill for the 
elimination of time guarantees on watch cases. 
The Steenerson bill, which makes misleading and 
fraudulent advertising a misdemeanor and pro- 
vides suitable punishment. The Oldfield design 
registration bill. The necessity of a law in South 
Dakota for unclaimed repair work and a fraudulent 
advertising law. 

1 believe we should constitute a clearing bureau 
with the secretary of this association, for the pur- 
pose of providing a known place for watch re- 
pairers to apply when looking for positions and 
for those desiring help to get into communication. 
This I trust may be arranged for before the close 
of this convention.

First Annual Exhibition of the Work of 
Students of New York Evening 
High School. 


\t the first annual exhibition of the work 
of the students of the New York Evening 
School of Industrial Art, held on Monday 
and Tuesday evenings of last week in one 

' the large gymnasium rooms of the insti- 
tution, 206-214 E. 42d St., Manhattan, some 
unusually handsome and original specimens 
f jewelry designing and execution were 
displayed. A fine collection of hand 
wrought copper work, including fancy 
boxes, tea sets and many other pieces pro- 
duced by the students, were also exhibited. 

The advanced class in jewelry making 
and designing this year numbered about 13 
students. This unusually small class, it 
was stated by Robert Dulk, the instructor, 
was due to the taking over by the Board 
1f Education of the students from the 
men’s class, organized eight years ago in 
the New York Evening High School, and 
placing them in a separate class in the New 
York Evening School of Industrial Art 
building. The class now comes under the 
absolute jurisdiction of the city, and if, 
under the governmental head, it proves a 
success, a building devoted exclusively to 
this kind of work will be erected, it is be- 
lieved, in the near future. 

The class meets every Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday from 7.45 P. M. 
to 9.45 p. M. The term, which starts early 
in September, is in session until the latter 
part of April. The aim of this class is to 
give the young man at the bench an oppor- 
tunity to study the theory of designing. 
The designer, on the other hand, gets an 
Opportunity to study the theoretical side 
f the subject, which later puts him in a 
position whereby he may be able to con- 
tend with the practical side of the work 
and overcome obstacles encountered by him 
in his daily routine at the bench. 

The elementary class in designing also 
had an exceptionally fine display of new 
and up-to-date designs, many of them being 
etched on celluloid, with colors to har- 
monize inserted. Hermann F. Linder, well 
known for his fine work along these lines 
and a winner of many medals for his artis- 
tic designing, is the instructor of this class. 
Mr. Linder’s class this year numbered 18 
pupils. 

Among the choice pieces shown in one 
glass case was a round enameled pendant, 
geometrical in design and executed in sil- 
ver by James Lynch. A beautiful silver 
brooch with a lily of the valley design and 
set with a Persian turquoise and a pendant, 
the design of which was based upon an 
orchid mounted with lapiz lazuli, was dis- 
played by E. J. Sunderlund. Jacob Littof 
exhibited a pendant, butterfly in motif and 
set with an amethyst and pearl drop. This 
interesting specimen showed the complete 
mode of approach, in that it displayed a 
study of the insect on which the piece was 
based, a preliminary sketch and finally the 
finished artcle. Several other pendants ex- 
ecuted in silver and with various designs 
taken from nature were shown by Rudolph 
Mistler, Irene Horton and Emile Hedrich. 

Eugene Hechtle, the winner of the first 
prize medal, given by Tiffany & Co., showed 
three enameled boxes with snake designs

Fearl Necklace Worth $1,500,000 Re- 
ported to Have Been Completed 

e in London. 

Members of the New York gem trade 
heard with a good deal of interest the re- 
ports from London to the effect that a 
pearl necklace valued at about $1,500,000 
lad just been completed by a pearl dealer 
in Hatton Garden, that city. This is one of 
the most expensive necklaces that has come 
to the notice of the trade in years, al- 
though necklaces from a few hundred thou- 
sand to nearly a million have been com- 
mented on in the past year. The London 
dealer who is reported to have completed 
this necklace is Max Mayer, the owner of 
the famous string of pearls valued at $650,- 
000 which was stolen while in transit from 
Paris to London and was later recovered, 
as noted in THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR from 
July to September last year. The new 
necklace which he is said to have just com- 
pleted is composed of 100 pearls, perfectly 
graduated and matched, one of which is 
said to be worth $100,000 and another $50,- 
000. 

The London papers published an inter- 
view with the pearl dealer, in the course 
of which he did not claim that the neck- 
lace was for anyone in particular, but was 
being made up for general sale, and he 
did not expect much difficulty in selling 
it, although he was in no haste to do so. 
He called attention to the fact that pearl 
buvers all over the world are increasing in 
number, while the recovery of the finer 
gems is decreasing, a condition which 
should mean a continual increase in the 
market price of these gems. 

American jewelers to whose attention the 
London dispatch was called knew very lit- 
tle about the subject, although some of 
them had heard a report to this effect. 
None expressed surprise at the reported 
value of the necklace, inasmuch as it could 
have been made by the combination of a 
few large pearl collections known to be 
in the European market. They admitted 
that the value was larger than anything that 
had been on the market in recent years, 
though some said it was natural to look 
for increases in value in the finer necklaces 
offered to the very rich. One Fifth Ave. 
dealer explained that he had sold neck- 
laces up to nearly $1,000,000 in value, the 
largest one being sold within the last few 
months, and that the demand for perfect 
pearls of fine grade was increasing among 
the rich Americans, as wel] as among the 
rich Europeans, all the time. Whether or 
not the necklace mentioned in the dispatch 
is coming to this country no one seemed 
to know.

Importers and Cutters of Diamonds 


GEBHARDT BROTHERS Cincinnati 
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Authorities Investigate Disappearance 
of Diamonds Sent by Elizabeth, 
N. J., Jeweler to New York Dealer. 
Investigation into the disappearance of 

several hundred doilars’ worth’of unset dia- 
monds, sent by insured parcel post from 
Philip Cohen, a loan oftice proprietor at 
Elizabeth, N. J., to Irving M. Planick, a 
jeweler at 6 Maiden Lane, New York, is 
being made by the post-office inspectors. 
The package containing the gems was 
mailed at the sub-station in Elizabeth by a 
lerk in Mr. Cohen’s employ on Saturday 
last. At the same time a card telling Mr 
Planick that the package had been shipped 
by the Adams Express Co. was mailed, On 
Monday the package, carelessly wrapped, 
reached its destination, but on being opened 
it was found to contain nothing except 
some Tiffany earring settings and some 
tissue paper wrappings. The card of notifi- 
cation was received several hours after the 
receipt of the package. 

Mr. Cohen was immediately notified by 
the New York merchant of the receipt of 
the settings and that the diamonds were 
missing. The matter was then put into the 
hands of the postal authorities and the 
police department of Elizabeth. In the 
meantime Mr. Cohen was told ot the con- 
dition in which the package was received. 
He agreed to pay to Mr. Planick the $300 
represented as the value of the stones. A 
check was given to the Manhattan jeweler 
on Monday afternoon in the presence of 
John A. Galatian, chief of the detective 
bureau. 

Mr. Cohen claims that he had a pros- 
pective customer for the diamonds and 
had them sent out from New York on ap- 
proval, with the understanding that they 
be returned not later than Monday of last 
week. When the customer had seen the 
stones and decided not to purchase them, 
they were enclosed in the original package 
and properly addressed for return to the 
owner. The package was then insured 
to guard against loss and forwarded by 
parcel post. It was prepared, it is claimed, 
by Mr. Cohen personally in the presence of 
employes in his office. 

Mr. Planick, when interviewed by a 
JEWELER’s CIRCULAR reporter, stated that 
he had sent the merchandise to Cohen by 
Adams Express and placed a valuation of 
$300 on the package. It was returned bv 
parcel post, despite the fact the postal said 
it was sent by express. 





Death of Morris Reichblum. 

Wueetinc, W. Va. May 14.—Morris 
Reichblum, a well-known business man of 
this city and a resident here for the past 
95 years, died Monday morning at 10.30 
o’clock at the family residence, 1040 Chap- 
line St., after an illness extending over the 
past two years. His death was unexpected 
and came as a shock to his many friends 
in this city. 

Morris Reichblum was the proprietor of 
the Reichblum store in the Peabody build- 
ing and also of the Gem Jewelry Store, on 
Market St. He was in his 60th year, and 
was a member of the Knights of Pythias 
and also a member of the Eoff Street Tem- 


ple. 


Deceased is survived by a widow, three 
daughters—Mrs. Louis Collins, of Charle- 
roi, Pa.; Misses Anna and Rose, at home— 


and six sons—David, Max and Sam, of 


Pittsburgh, and Alexander, Joseph and 
Leon, at home. 

The funeral services were held at the 
family residence Tuesday afternoon at 1 
o'clock. Rabbi Lazeron, of the Eoff Street 
Temple, and Rabbi I. Cooper, of the ortho- 
dox church, officiated.

Federal Court Judge Upholds Finding of 
Referee That Michael J. Kennedy, 
Schenectady, N. Y., Is Sclvent. 

Utica, N. Y., May 18—Judge Ray, of 
the United States Court, to-day filed a de- 
cision affirming the findings of James Van 
Voast, referee, in which the latter held 
that Michael J. Kennedy, the jeweler at 
265 State St., Schenectady, was solvent at 
the time a petition in bankruptcy was filed 
against him on March 13 and a receiver 
appointed under the petition of A. Paul & 
Co., the Ilgen Wakefield Co. and G. Klein 
& Sons. 

The petitioning creditors, in their peti- 
tion to Judge Ray for a receiver, alleged 
that Kennedy, while insolvent, had com- 
mitted certain acts of bankruptcy. A re- 
ceiver was appointed and took possession, 
and later the receiver was relieved by Ken- 
nedy giving a bond to pay his creditors in 
full. Kennedy, in an answer, denied that 
he was insolvent, and Judge Ray then re- 
ferred the matter to Referee Van Voast, 
Kennedy regaining possession of his prop- 
erty after giving the bond. 

The referee, after hearing the evidence, 
reported that Kennedy was solvent at the 
time the petition was filed and reported in 
favor of dismissing the petition filed 
against him. Judge Ray to-day confirmed 
the referee’s findings as to the dismissal 
of the proceedings, but again referred to 
Referee Van Voast the question of allow- 
ances to attorneys and damages, if any, 
to be fixed in favor of Kennedy under Sec- 
tion 3 of the Bankruptcy Act. These 
damages will be as compensation for the 
seizure and detention of Kennedy’s prop- 
erty. The case is the first which has 
arisen in the Northern District in many 
years where an alleged bankrupt will seek 
to recover from creditors who tried to put 
him into bankruptcy. The referee is also 
directed to report to the court the person, 
persons or corporations against whom such 
costs or expenses shall be charged and by 
whom paid, the report of the referee to 
come up for confirmation on five days’ 
notice to all concerned. 

The evidence of 21 witnesses was taken 
on the hearing before Referee Van Voast. 
[here were 17 witnesses called in Ken- 
nedy’s behalf and four for the petitioning 
creditors, the receiver and the receiver’s 
appraisers. Attorney Wellman, who repre- 
sented the petitioning creditors and the 
receiver, objected to the proceedings: be- 
fore the referee, but his objections were 
overruled. 

The witnesses called by Kennedy were 
for the purpose of placing a valuation 
upon his property and assets to show that

he was solvent when the petition was filed. 
Kennedy, the alleged bankrupt, testified as 
to the stock in his store and his real estate 
holdings, and Francis J. L. Doyle, an ex- 
pert accountant, testified as to values. Ken- 
nedy’s brother, Thomas Kennedy, an AI- 
bany jeweler, was also called as a witness. 
Kennedy, the alleged bankrupt, testified 
that at the time the petition was filed, ex- 
clusive of Paul & Co.’s claim, he did not 
owe to exceed $1,500 for merchandise. 








Men Charged with Smuggling Rough 
Diamonds Into New York to Be 
Tried June ‘1. 

At a conference of counsel held before 
Judge Hand in his chambers in the Post- 
office building, New York, last Monday 
morning, Monday, June 1, was the date 
finally decided upon, when the indictments 
against Adam Tischer and Emil Popelle, 
the two German immigrants held on a 
charge of smuggling into this country over 
$50,000 worth of rough diamonds, and their 
friend, Benjamin Edelson, the English in- 
terpreter, will be tried. The bail of the 
three men, which had been the subject of 
much heated discussion between the law- 
yers, will stand as originally placed by the 
court at $5,000 each for the two Germans, 
and $1,000 for the interpreter. Edelson, 
up to the time of going to press, was the 
only one of the trio who had succeeded in 

securing the necessary bonds. 

According to Assistant District Attorney 
Carstarphen, the Government had obtained 
enough information regarding the owner- 
ship of the diamonds, to warrant a strong 
opposition to the reduction in the bail of 
the men. His information, the Assistant 
District Attorney stated, he was not in a 
position to disciose at the present time. 

As previously reported in the columns of 
THE JEWELERS’ CrrcuLtar. August Tischer 
and Emil Popelle, who claim to be South 
African diamond miners, and Benjamin 
Edelson, a British workman, arrived in 
this country in the steerage of the Maure- 
tania on April 24. They went to the office 
of a diamond firm in this city and tried to 
dispose of a large quantity of uncut dia- 
monds, appraised at about $57,000. The 
diamond house notified the American Jew- 
elers’ Protective Association, and the men 
voluntarily went to the Custom House, 
where they were arrested and held over 
night and arraigned before the United 
States Commissioner the following day. 

The three men were later indicted by the 
federal Grand Jury. Tischer and Popelle 
were charged with smuggling, and Edelson 
was indicted on a charge of having assisted 
in an attempted sale of the smuggled goods. 

It was also learned during the past week 
that prior to attempting to dispose of the 
goods at the establishment from which the 
men were taken to the Custom House, 
that they had called on: another concern in 
New York and had tried to sell some 
stones. One of the members of this con- 
cern, who is the diamond buyer for this 
house, when seen by a JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR 
reporter, stated that the men had called but 
he was not in at the time and they were 
sent away. The three men were later iden- 
tified by one of the clerks of the concern 
as the men who had entered his offices.

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National Foreign Trade Convention to 
be He'd at Washington, D. C., 
May 27-28. 


\lthough conventions have been held for 
the discussion of almost every conceivable 
public question, it has remained for the 
business men of the United States to or- 
ganize the first conference for nation-wide 
discussion of American foreign trade. The 
call for the national trade convention to 
be held in Washington May 27 and 28, un- 
der the auspices of the American Manufac- 
turers’ Export Association, the American 
Asiatic Association and the Pan-American 
Society, proceeds from a realization that 
the foreign trade is now at a point where 
its future is vital to the country’s pros- 
perity. With a tariff designed to throw 
\merican industry into world-wide com- 
petition, important problems relating to 
sales of American products abroad demand 
attention. 

Every other great commercial nation has 
a systematic foreign trade policy. Ameri- 
can over-sea commerce is chiefly due to 
the abundance of this country’s natural 
products and individual enterprise of man- 
ufacturers rather than to national policy. 
In the volume of its foreign commerce the 
United States stands third among the na- 
tions. The United Kingdom is first. Ger- 
many, as a result of intensive organization 
vast natural difficulties, is 


in the face of 
second. 

The general committee, headed by the 
Hon. Lloyd C. Griscom, former American 
Ambassador to Italy and Japan, receives 
daily evidence of the interest felt in the 
convention. Commercial bodies throughout 
the United States will send large delega- 
tions. A large attendance of representa- 
tives of the chief productive activities of 
the country is assured. This includes the 
heads not only of industries which are al- 


ready winning foreign markets, ,but of 
railroads and enterprises whose _ benefit 
from foreign trade is collateral rather 


than direct. Secretary Redfield of the De- 
partment of Commerce at Washington will 
open the convention regarding it as a grat- 
ifying response to the importance of for- 
eign trade problems. 

The situation created by an increasing 
domestic consumption of the foodstuffs 
formerly constituting the bulk of exports 
will be considered from every angle. It is 
generally realized that the future 
tenance of a large volume of exports must 
increasingly depend on the larger over- 
sea sale of American manufactures. The 
keen competition which is encountered from 
those nations already entrenched in neutral 


main- 


markets with their steamship lines, trad- 
ing houses. armies of trained salesmen, 
banks and investments will be dealt with 
by men experienced in export selling. 

Che importance of foreign trade to the 


railroads will be the subject of a paper by 


Fairfax Harrison, president of the South- 
ern Railway. Addresses on existing condi- 
tions in different sections of the country 


as related to foreign trade will be sub- 
mitted by representative business men. The 
Illinois Manufacturers’ Association

make an address on the Panama Canal and 
Latin-American trade opportunities. Alba

the Baldwin Locomotive Co., will handle 
the possibilities of stimulating American 
exports by a larger use of raw materials 
from partially developed countries. James 
\. Farrell, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, which is active in the 
export trade all over the world, will be 
active in the convention. 

In order that the convention may become 
a practical business men’s discussion, yield- 
ing definite results and leading to con- 
clusions, all papers will be prepared in 
advance and distributed to the delegates 
before they come to Washington. They will 
be expected to study these papers and be 
prepared to engage in a discussion. 

The committee plans that the papers, be- 
ing authoritative deliverances, shall pre- 
sent to each delegate’s mind .a picture of 
domestic conditions as related to foreign 
trade and of oversea opportunities for and 
obstacles to its extension. The practical 
experience of those engaged in the foreign 
trade now will be revealed to the conven- 
tion as a basis for consideration of ways 
and means for future advancement.

GERMANY. 
LATED WARE is not so important an 
article of commerce in Germany as in 
either England or the United States. <A 
solid low percentage gold alloy from 8 to 
10 karats fine (the commercially pure gold 
of Germany is 14 karats fine) has proved 
a popular substitute for gold plate at home, 
and the business of the gold-plate factories 
is largely export. Silver-plated ware is re- 
placed to a great extent, on the one hand, 
by articles made of composition metal and, 
on the other hand, by articles of solid sil- 
ver. The commercial silver of Germany is 
but 0.800 fine, compared with the English 
and American standard of 0.925 fine. Solid 
silver articles are correspondingly cheaper 
and, with the decline in the price of silver 
metal during recent years, have come with- 
in the reach of an enlarging circle of pur- 
chasers. 

Articles of Composition Metals—While 
solid silver articles have thus been making 
inroads on the demand for plated ware on 
the part of the better-to-do, purchasers of 
more limited means find a comparatively 
cheap substitute in the composition metals. 
The contributor to the “Daily Consular and 
Trade Reports” was shown a platter of 
solid 0.800-fine silver priced at $60. The 
same thing in composition, the dealer said, 
might be purchased for as low as $10, while 
plated it would probably cost $35, Even 
aside from considerations of price, compo- 
sition articles are often preferred, because, 
being of one material throughout, they re- 
tain in all stages of wear much the same 
A few years ago an 
English firm opened a store in Berlin 
stocked with silver-plated ware. Although 
the store was centrally located, contained 
attractive displays and was properly adver- 
tised, it was closed within 12 months as a 
failure. 

The composition metals referred to are 
known in English as white metal and Ger- 
man silver, and in German as Neusilber, or 
Each factory holds the exact

general formula is 50 to 60 per cent. cop- 
per, 19 to 31 per cent. zine or tin, and 13 
to 18% per cent. nickel. 

Germany’s exports of composition metal 
wares of all kinds, so far as the classifica- 
tion of the statistics allows them to be dis- 
tinguished, were valued at $1,421,000 in 
111 and at $1,502,000 in 1912; imports dur- 
ing the same years were valued at $825,000 
and $1,019,000, respectively. The Empire’s 
exports of gilded and gold-plated wares of 
al) kinds were valued at $2,385,000 in 1911 
and $2,640,009 in 1912, while the imports 
were valued at $884,000 and $819,000, re- 
spectively. - The exports of silvered and 
silver-plated ware of all kinds were valued 
at $2,517,000 in 1911 and $2,940,000 in 1912: 
the imports were valued at $803,000 in 191] 
and $773,000 in 1912.

INDIA, 
There is increasing competition in India 
in the sale of electroplated silverware. 


The importance of the market, especially in 
respect to demand from army officials, is 
apparently well recognized in England, and 
commercial travelers are now sent out to 
push the trade and get in touch with the 
chief individual customers. 

It has been found to be an unsatisfactory 
policy in India, generally speaking (al- 
though there may be exceptions), to intrust 
any one native firm with an exclusive 
agency for India, or even for a particular 
province, as such firms seldom exert them- 
selves to advertise or otherwise push busi- 
ness, and unless the demand is indepen- 
dently worked up for them in some way 
their sales, as a rule, never show any ten- 
dency to increase. For this reason it is de- 
sirable, in the case of an article like elec- 
troplated silverware, to make use of 
traveling men independent of native firms, 
although there are some leading English 
mercantile houses, with headquarters at 
Bombay, Calcutta, Madras and Colombo, 
and branches in many smaller cities, which 
are in a position to undertake the sale of 
American ware, provided they do not al- 
ready have conflicting lines in stock. 

A recent writer in “Consular and Trade 
Reports” states: “I may mention that while 
I have heard no complaint against Amer- 
ican silverware, except sometimes that it is 
‘too soft,’ yet it is obvious that English 
ware holds easily the first place here, partly 
because of conservative prejudices in its 
favor and partly because English firms 
have given the Indian market more careful 
attention. 

“On the train from Hyderbad to Bombay 
one day ] met a commercial traveler who, 
among other lines, was handling electro- 
plated silver goods for an English house. 
He told me that he was meeting with very 
good success in selling such articles, espe- 
cially to the many clubs, military messes, 
etc., throughout India. He approaches 
these clubs and messes directly through 
their secretaries and solicits their business ; 
and as the regiments are changed about 
every three years, new orders usually come 
for silver service at these triennial periods, 
as the new mess always has a new service, 
the old being sold second-hand. A great 
deal, however, usually disappears through 
pilfering by servants in the employ of the 
mess, and the balance has usually deterio- 
rated so much through rough methods of 
cleaning that it is only natural that new 
messes coming out wish to buy fresh sets 
of silverware, and that the demand from 
the clubs, hotels and for individual homes 
always seems to be substantial and con- 
stant. 

“Tt 1s customary for each mess or club 
to have its own special monogram or crest 
on each piece of silver, and travelers who 
represent such lines always carry a book 
of monograms from which selections may 
be made and sent in with the orders. The 
hardest sort of plate is usually preferred in 
India in order to insure reasonable dura- 
bility. This applies, of course, especially 
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to articles intended for really active use, 
which must stand considerable wear, and 
not for more or less ornamental purposes. 
The chief demand for imported silverware, 
both plated and _ sterling, chiefly 
from the English population and from a 
few Indian princes and other wealthy na- 
tives. It must be remembered that India 
itself is a very important producer of ar- 
tistic silver goods, and many beautiful and 
hand-wrought, are to be

Retail Prices in Madras. 
both sterling and electroplated, is dealt in 
not only at jewelry shops but also in the 
stores of nearly all leading general mer- 
chants. Although it is not a rapidly mov- 
ing class of trade, like dry goods and pro- 
visions, yet the profits are said to be quite 
large.

Graduation Season Suggestions. 


Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular by Irwin Spear. 


























7 approaching end of the school year 
brings forcibly to mind the impor- 
tance of tilling a very fertile field at this 
time. I refer to the graduation gift busi- 
ness. 

First of all it may be well to call your 
attention, Mr. Live Jeweler, to the fact 
that invitations to high school, college and 
preparatory school commencement exer- 
cises are nearly always ordered by a com- 
mittee of the class about this time. In nine 
cases out of 10 this order can be secured 
by the jeweler who “goes after it.” 

A little wire-pulling is sometimes neces- 
sady to get an audience with the committee 
having the placing of this order in charge; 
but that is easily arranged. 

It is worth remembering that the store 
that gets this invitation business gets also 
a good deal of free advertising among the 
members of the graduating class. 

A good many manufacturing stationers 
and metropolitan jewelers send represent- 
atives to solicit the invitation business of 
various schools and colleges. But it ought 
not to be difficult for a live local jeweler 
to offset their arguments by a patriotic ap- 
peal to patronize the home merchant. The 
important thing to bear in mind is that the 
business is waiting for someone to come 
along and take it and that you might just 
as well be the “someone.” 

If you want this invitation business, now 
is the time to lay your plans for getting it. 
Do not wait until the llth hour. If you 
do, the “other fellow” may have the order 
all booked before you begin to bestir your- 
self. 

It may be well to pave the way by some 
direct circularization of members of the 
graduating class. Several attractive little 
folders or mailing cards may be sent out 
calling attention to your facilities for doing 
engraving and announcement work. 

It is worth remembering that every grad- 
uate will order personal cards for insertion 
with the invitations he or she sends out. 
Therefore, even though you do not secure 
the class order, you may get a good many 
orders from individuals for personal cards. 
This business, together with the wedding 
business at this time, should make the 
season a busy and prosperous one for 


the stationery and engraving departments. 

One of the large city jewelers has just 
completed a booklet called “Quality En- 
graving,” which tells about his facilities 
for turning out high-class work, describes 
some of the processes in detail and shows 
views of the plant where the work is done. 
A short history of engraving forms the 
introductory talk. It is shown that en- 
graving is one of the oldest arts known 
to man, having been used by the ancient 
Egyptians, who made engravings on brick 
and stone. 

Stores that have a well-equipped engrav- 
ing department would certainly do well to 
follow the example of this metropolitan 
jeweler and get into the hands of their 
trade some literature bearing on the timely 
topic of engraving. 

When you have done all you can to start 
graduation invitations and engraving busi- 
ness your way, begin to consider ways and 
means for getting some of the inevitable 
and rapidly growing gift business incident 
to this season. 

Although graduation gift business comes 
at the same time as wedding gift business, 
it differs from the latter in this: that grad- 
uation gifts are generally less elaborate and 
less expensive than wedding gifts. Never- 
theless, the graduation business is not to 
be sneezed at and may be made just as 
profitable, for what it lacks in amount paid 
for individual gifts it may more than make 
up in number of gifts given. Thus, in the 
aggregate, the graduation gift business is 
likely to bulk up larger than the wedding 
trade—to represent a larger volume. 

What about plans for securing a proper 
share of this desirable business? Some 
excellent ideas may be gleaned from the 
methods used to build children’s trade 
which were described by the writer in this 
department some months ago. It will be 
remembered how one store sent letters of 
congratulation to children a few days be- 
fore their birthdays and accompanied these 
letters with acceptable gifts. It will also 
be remembered that the parents of the 
children were addressed and the advantages 
of making gift selections from the adver- 
tiser’s stock were pointed out. 

The same modus operandi would apply 


in the case of graduates. Of course, the 
appeal would have to be made along some- 
what different lines, but fundamentally the 
same idea would be successful. 

Write first to the parents, suggesting that 
they select gifts for the graduates from 
your stock. Then, a few days or weeks 
later, write to the graduates themselves, 
expressing good wishes for their com- 
mencement of the real business of life be- 
yond the walls of the schoolroom. 

Such letters will in each case be appre- 
ciated, will prove a valuable method of 
getting good will and should result in more 
business from those so addressed. Lists of 
members of the graduating classes of local 
schools can usually be secured from the 
heads of these schools or from school cata- 
logues where such are issued. 

Naturally no jeweler will forget to use 
his newspaper space at this time for the 
purpose of exploiting his line of gifts suit- 
able for the graduate. A good way to do 
this is to make lists of these articles as 
suggestions from which just the’ proper 
gift may be selected. Also segregate cer- 
tain gift articles and place them together 
on a table or on top of the showcases, 
designating them by an attractive sign as 
“Graduation Gifts.” 

A “graduation gift” window display, 
with appropriate cards, will also prove a 
“puller.” 

It goes without saying that every jew- 
eler will make proper provision for the 
demands of the commencement season by 
having suitable stock on hand. There are 
many articles that are peculiarly appro- 
priate for the June graduate, and, other 
things being equal, the jeweler who has 
the right kind of goods will do the largest 
business. 

Suggestions of what to give are always 
helpful and acceptable to the intending 
gift-maker, and you will do well to have 
a sign writer prepare several “graduation 
gift suggestion” cards to be used in the 
windows and on the showcases. Articles 
mentioned might include: For the young 
men—military brushes, watches, seal rings, 
scarfpins, cuff links, chatns and fobs, auto- 
mobile baskets, sterling toilet sets, fitted 
traveling bags, umbrellas; for the young 
women—wrist watches, brooches, beads, 
desk sets, memorandum pads, hair orna- 
ments, slipper and belt buckles, bracelets 
and beauty pins might be mentioned. 

Devote a half-hour to studying the cata- 
logues of the wholesale houses and you 
will get many ideas for gift stock that it 
would pay you to order. It is wise to have 
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Storekeeping Department. 








some novelties at this season, as the more 
fastidious trade prefers to give goods of 
that character, even though they may not 
be as practical as staple lines or represent 
as good values. 

Diverging from the subject of this ar- 
ticle, the writer recently saw in a seeds- 
man’s store a method of securing a mailing 
list which could be adopted with good re- 
sults by the jeweler. 

On the end of the counter near the en- 
trance to the store the seedsman has placed 
a large blank book, with pen and ink handy, 
and above the book was a sign on which 
appeared the following: 

If you wish to receive literature 
from us, write your name and 
address in the book. 


This is certainly an easy way to build up 
a mailing list quickly. Moreover, the fact 
that each person on the list has himself 
placed his name there means that he will 
be apt to give whatever literature is sent 
him careful consideration. 

If you have no mailing list, or if you 
know the one you have is not what it ought 
to be, try this method of creating a new 
one. 

We know it has been a success with the 
seedsman, for during the few minutes we 
were in his store we saw several persons 
stop and add their names before going out. 
While, of course, a seed business and a 
jewelry business are two different things, 
it does not follow that because the plan 
worked in one case it would not work in 
the other. 

Another merchandising thought which, 
though not strictly in line with graduation 
season suggestions, is certainly timely is 
the importance of the trade in gifts to in- 
fants. The custom seems to prevail and 
to be growing of giving presents to infants 
at birth. Most of these offerings of wel- 
come to our midst now take the form of 
Bonnets, boots, bibs, coats, 
shawls, carriage robes, etc., are usually 
given. But this is only because fond 
grandmothers, aunts, uncles, cousins and 
other relatives have never been educated 
to the thought that the place to buy gifts 
for the new baby is at the jeweler’s. There 
is, therefore, a good opportunity for live 
jewelers to add to their profits by the 
proper kind of advertising along these 
lines. Suggest in your advertising that the 
kind of articles a new-born baby and its 
parents would most appreciate are the kind 
to be found at your store. Make the point 
that baby clothes, so frequently given, are 
outworn before the baby has a chance to 
enjoy them, and that his “arrival gifts” 
should be such as he can appreciate in 
years to come. Show how much better it 
is to give lasting articles of intrinsic worth, 
like sterling or gold, which have perma- 
nent worth as well as present beauty, and 
which will be prized as mementos of the 
giver when the baby has grown up. 

There is an idea here on which the live 
jeweler can work up some effective adver- 
tising, and which should result in stimu- 
lating business in an entirely new field and 
along original lines.

HE writer has a clipping from a house 
organ for a woolen house which reads 
as follows: 


Systematic Fairness:—Every trade paper in the 
land is full of articles about ‘“Salesmanship.” It 
seems that writers for the trade press have found 
an inexhaustible subject. They can fill up more 
space on this topic and give fewer really prac- 
tical ideas than on almost any other that could 
be named. 

A few weeks ago one of these papers, which is 
devoted to dry goods and lines of that nature, 
had a “ginger-talk” sermon about two pages long. 
The text was, ‘The Customer is Boss in This 
Store.” 

For advertising purposes the phrase may be 
good enough, but in actual practise it is non- 
A good many stories are told about the 


sense. 
length to which department stores will go to 
please customers and give ‘“‘service’’—another 


overworked term, 

In the most of them, these men who write so 
much overlooked the fact that service is based 
on store system and discipline. Customers have 
to abide by rules. If the kick is a just one it 
is right to adjust it, but it is wrong to allow an 
unreasonable customer more than what is fair. 
Enforce the rule and employ that little word 
“tact” to help you. 

We are quoting this somewhat in_ the 
manner in which the preacher reads his 
lesson and from which he takes the text 
for his sermon. 

Before going further, we might say that 
while this quotation is from a woolen 
manufacturers’ house organ, it is no less 
applicable to the jewelry business or to 
any other business. The principle attacked 
by this organ is one that has been accepted 
by the best merchandisers of the United 
States. It almost seems as if the writer of 
this was voicing the sentiments that were 
in vogue 100 years ago. 

The first man to give utterance to the 
sentiment “The boss in this store is the 
customer” was W. A. Hawkins, superin- 
tendent of the Jordan, Marsh Co. depart- 
ment store, Boston, Mass. If any man is 
competent to speak in this manner it is the 
superintendent of a large retail establish- 
ment. 

S. S. Wilson, a prominent Ohio retailer, 
spoke at a banquet given in Cleveland last 
year, from which we will also quote, show- 
ing the other side of the question: 

“Service—that is the thought that should 
be emblazoned on our minds; that is the 
purpose that should be constantly kept be- 
fore us as the end and aim of all our 
efforts. Truly, we exist to serve; and only 
as we serve do we deserve to exist. 
Strange that this great truth, that this 
eternal principle, which is everywhere pro- 
claimed and illustrated by all nature, 
should have been so long overlooked by 
man. Since service and co-operation are 
the very essence of all nature, man, in 
whom the creative powers have found their 
highest expression, must necessarily comply 
with this inherent and universal law if any 
real success in life is to be attained. An 
aroused and enlightened public sentiment 


has decreed that the individual or the cor- 
poration must be allowed to acquire wealth 
only as service to humanity is rendered, 
the wealth being exactly in proportion to 
the service. 

“While to-day and in the future, in every 
branch of the industrial world, the acquir- 
ing of wealth will depend upon the desire 
and ability to serve the public, yet the 
branch of the industrial world which will 
especially depend for acquiring wealth upon 
such desire and ability is the retailer, the 
shopkeeper. 

“The retailer, of all others, exists to 
serve. * * * If we would let the feel- 
ing predominate that every customer is a 
guest and get that idea into the head of 
every clerk, we could then make a prospect 
feel the magnetic influence of purchase. 

“The retailer who looks at things from 
the other side of the counter often finds 
the customer willing to reciprocate.” 

The reader can easily see that these two 
men, the one who penned the article in the 
house organ and the one who spoke at the 
banquet, have entirely different views of 
retailing. The former, perhaps, never had 
any retail experience, while the latter has 
had plenty. 

Look at the quotation from the house 
organ. The first two paragraphs are a 
tirade against the writers of articles on 
“salesmanship” (?) and the trade papers 
that publish these articles. This shows the 
writer’s attitude, showing a biased mind, 
to start with. When a writer shows his 
hand in this way it is a foregone conclusion 
that he is “peeved” about something. It 
weakens any argument he may make. 

This writer says: “For advertising pur- 
poses this phrase may be good enough, etc.” 
Now, what does he mean by that? Has he 
two codes of honor? Does he think it is 
all right to advertise one thing and to do 
another? No later than this very day did 
the writer’s good wife tell of an instance 
that happened in the local store that will 
illustrate our point. While she was secur- 
ing some dress goods a lady came in and 
began complaining about a piece of silk 
that had been purchased at a competing 
store. The silk had been purchased but a 
short time before and had been made up 
into an expensive gown. It had only been 
worn twice and it had split in many places, 
a way silk that is not good has of doing. 
She had taken it back and had obtained no 
satisfaction at all. The firm, through its 
representative, the clerk, said it would do 
absolutely nothing about it. The silk had 
not been guaranteed and the firm could 
not know beforehand that the silk was not 
good. She was in the second store for the 
purpose of selecting materials for another 
gown. 

Another lady purchaser, who overhead 
the complaint, said: “I wouldn’t buy five 
cents’ worth there. I bought a silk remnant 
upon the express condition that it could be 
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returned if it was not suitable for my pur- 
pose. There was not enough of the ma- 
terial to make the article I wished, and I 
took it back and was politely told that 
the goods were mine and that they could 
not take them back. When told that the 
clerk had made the proposition that it be 
returned if not suitable, and which was 
rightfully considered to be a part of the 
contract of the sale, the manager told me 
that the clerk had no business to make any 
such bargain, as he alone had the manage- 
ment of the store. [ did not want my 
money back, either; just wanted to ex- 
change the goods.” 

Here is a kind of service that the writer 
in the house organ advocates. These cus- 
tomers are “unreasonable” because they 
want their rights. But the fact remains 
that three women in the short space of 
two minutes mentally made a compact that 
they would not try to buy anything at the 
store where they could not get satisfaction, 
and in five minutes the purchases of those 
three women amounted to over $50. If the 
customer is not boss of the store, who is? 
If the customer is not the boss, he or she 
is the one who directs its success or failure, 
at any rate. 

We have given these quotations space be- 
cause a number of jewelers have shown a 
disposition to stand up for their rights (?), 
forgetting that there are always two sides 
to a question and that it pays to take the 
customer’s side.

No man who has bought satisfactorily 
from a catalogue house will believe you if 
you tell him that firm’s goods are “N. G.” 
The way for you to do is to compete on a 
quality basis. You can educate your cus- 
tomer to pay your price by not talking 
price. 

Carry first-class stock and your talking 
point will be quality. Prove to your cus- 
tomer that you give him a dollar’s worth 
for every dollar you receive from him. 
This method will do much to promote your 
success.

His Mother Discourses. 


66 OOD morning, Billy. I thought I’d 
give you a little surprise party— 
for you are surprised to see me, I know. 
I don’t get to town often, for it’s a long 
drive in from the farm and my rheuma- 
tism keeps me pretty close to home; but 
one of my neighbors has been talking so 
much about your pretty new fixtures and 
beautiful goods that I just made up my 
mind I’d see for myself—and here I am. 

“Well, you certainly have an attractive 
store, Billy, and they tell me you are mak- 
ing money. 

“__No, ] can’t suggest any further im- 
provements. I suppose this kind of busi- 
ness is run according to certain business 
laws, and no doubt you’ve put them into 
the arrangement of your store; so I would 
be a foolish woman to attempt to advise 
you on something ] know nothing about. 
3ut an old woman, who has had a longer 
experience of life than you and has studied 
the ways of folks, may be 
some advice on subjects which do not often 
come to men’s minds. I don’t know shiny 
brass from gold, and you've got things here 
that I don’t even know the names of; but 
good storekeeping is more than knowledge 
of goods—it is knowledge of human na- 
ture, too. And you once told me that three- 
fourths of all your sales were to women; 
but I don’t believe you know as much of 
woman’s nature as I do. So if my advice 
will be worth anything to you it is because 
it is a woman’s advice—because it is from 
the woman’s point of view. I think you 
would be wise to consider the point of 
view of three-fourths of your customers; 
and I'll try to give you the feminine angle. 

“In the first place, Billy, you shouldn’t 
try to sell a woman the thing you think 
she should want. Don’t try to persuade 
her to buy something different from her 
own first selection, unless her selection is 
not worth the price—but, of course, you 
keep only worthy goods in stock. She may 
have no common sense, and poor taste, and 
all that; but she generally knows what she 
wants when she sees it, and she’ll never 
forgive you for “talking her into” buying 
the thing she didn’t want. I’ve seen the 
unforgiveness of women too often to listen 
to an argument about it. When you were 
a tiny baby my intimate friend started out 
one morning to buy a certain brown poplin 
dress at Spink’s. Spink persuaded her to 
buy a black silk instead; and for 30 years 
she has been lamenting that poplin—and 
buying elsewhere than at Spink’s. Your 
father used to say that it pays to go “along 
the line of least resistance.” Let your 
women customers have their way as to 
their selections, and it will be money in 
your purse from their future trade. 

“There’s another thing that you must 
learn: Women do not like to be hurried 
in making a selection. I know it takes a 
lot of patience, when the store is full of 
customers, to have Mrs. Slowgirl dawdle 


able to give 





and hesitate and change her mind half a 
dozen times; but you must let her think 
she is the only person in the world, in your 
eye, at the time. There is no form of 
flattery more fetching—and we women are 
susceptible to the flattery of attention. If 
she dawdles too long, a little diplomacy 
(prearranged) will help. Let one of the 
clerks (for each salesman should keep an 
eye open for the other’s predicaments) 
come to you and, asking pardon for the 
interruption, pretend to whisper an in- 
guiry. Answer, ‘They must wait a little— 
[ am busy,’ or, ‘I’ll be there presently,’ or, 
‘After Mrs. Slowgirl has finished. Then 
turn to Mrs. Slowgirl and proceed as in- 
tently and as unruffled as if there had been 
no interruption; but the incident will help 
her to a selection, in the very nature of 
the mental processes. When you are not 
busy and no other customer is waiting, and 
Mrs. Slowgirl is admittedly only ‘admiring 
things,’ show her one pretty thing after an- 
other with unfailing good humor for as 
long as she cares to ‘admire.’ Especially 
show this attention if Mrs. Slowgirl has 
means—some day she will buy something 
worth while. You may argue about it as 
you will, but there is a difference between 
the woman of wealth and influence and a 
light-weight. 

“Here’s another fact: Women are more 
susceptible than men to the influence of a 
cheerful presence. They like to be served 
by a pleasant salesman. Cheerfulness must 
not run into jokingness, which is generally 

ffensive to women; nor should it run into 
. dangerous familiarity of manner or a 
‘freshness’ which comes close to insulting. 
Cheerfulness can be joined to dignity; it is 
not so much in words as in manner. Cheer- 
fulness is an advertisement of your suc- 
cess; it convinces the customer that there 
must be reasons for your success; it is the 
evidence to them that the community be- 
lieves in you; and in some curious way 
this conviction passes into the mind of the 
woman and she believes in you. Women 
invariably run in one direction when they 
find, or create, that direction—thus ‘fash- 
ions’ are made. Your cheerfulness fur- 
nishes the evidence that many people 
(largely women) are helping your pros- 
perity—henceforth the ‘fashion’ will turn 
to your store. ‘There is nothing so suc- 
cessful as success.’ 

“And now a little personal criticism— 
and you mustn’t take offenese, for what I 
am going to say is for your good. I notice 
vour nails are not very neatly trimmed, 
there is a line of black under the index- 
finger nail, your collar is not immaculate 
and your skin looks—well, sort of greasy. 
Thirty years ago this would not have mat- 
tered so much; to-day it is an unpardon- 
able sin. We have advanced a long way 
in civilization in 30 years; and personal 
cleanliness and careful ‘grooming’ are the 
individual’s recognition of the advance. 
Women are much more sensitive to the 
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subtle influence of ‘grooming’ than men; 
they are unconsciously under the spell of 
these things. You boast of your beautiful 
wares—and you have a right to boast; but 
the good opinion created for your goods 
by their beauty is put at risk when the man 
that displays them has a slovenly person- 
ality. Make your physical self more at- 
tractive to your women customers. Your 
clothes need pressing; and you need better 
clothes, better tailored. Your linen is not 
laundered perfectly; your tie shows old- 
time creases. There is a spot on the front 
of your vest; and you cannot demand the 
best consideration from women customers 
unless you take a bath and shave every 
morning. 

“And now, to show that you have for- 
given me for talking so frankly, take me to 
your best restaurant, for I’m hungry after 
my long drive, and I'll see how far you 
town folks have to go before your eatables 
come up to ours at the farm.” 





A USEFUL PORTFOLIO. 

Keep a copy of all your advertisements, 
whatever their nature. Clip out of the 
newspapers whatever you have there pre- 
sented; preserve one of every circular that 
you have issued; copy every legend you 
have had painted on country fences or 
posted on city billboards; put on each of 
these the date it appeared; and preserve all 
these, in the order of their dates, in a large 
portfolio or scrapbook. 

A collection of this sort will prove not 
only extremely interesting in later years, 
but it will prove of great practical value 
as a guide in your current work. As an 
entertainment it will be the record of the 
growth and development not only of your 
business but of your advertising skill. Ten 
years from now you will be interested in 
noting how completely the evolution -of 
taste has wrecked the present standards; 


how the policies which seem important 
to-day have been abandoned; how the 
items of stock have given way to items 


of an entirely different description; and 
how prices and “bargains” have surpris- 
ingly changed. 

But the practical value of your collec- 
tion is the best argument for its keeping. 
While in 10 years you will smile over the 
crudities of your present advertising, you 
are now producing tdeas which may be 
valuable though badly expressed; and ideas 
are the solid capital in advertising-venture. 
Your present freshness of thought is turn- 
ing out good material for the more pol- 
ished and finished writer, yourself, when 
a jaded and exhausted mind comes to the 
task 10 years from now. Your poor work 
now may “make over” splendidly then. 
No man is always at his best; your best 
in ideas may be now rather than then. And 
the collection will be a stimulus to excel 
your own past work;-each year’s work will 
be a challenge to the best you can do in 
the year following; you will be in competi- 
tion with your mental self, and thus will 
increase in forceful accomplishment year 
by year. 

Keep a portfolio.

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‘¢Off-Timers’’ and Their Cause.

HERE are certain minor defects exist- 
ing in some watches which, when 
overlooked during repairing, bear a direct 
influence on their timing. Repairers who 
make a practise of timing repairs to a close 
rating have undoubtedly experienced diffi- 
culties along these lines and will probably 
find some hints from an experienced timer 
of considerable interest. It 1s not unfre- 
quently that we find that certain watches 
(even of a higher grade), after they have 
been thoroughly overhauled and well re- 
paired, show some unaccountable errors in 
timing. 

For instance, we have an 11 or 15 jewel 
movement which has been put in good 
order and timed on the rack to a satisfac- 
tory rating; but after it has been delivered 
to the customer a complaint comes in that, 
while it keeps accurate time during the 
day, it gains from two to five minutes dur- 
ing the night. That means that either dial 
up or dial down the watch gains. It would 
be entirely wrong and useless to attempt 
to overcome this error by moving the regu- 
lator one way or the other, as is the prac- 
tise of some repairers when a complaint is 
made about a watch losing or gaining. It 
is best to be sure that a watch has been 
accurately timed before delivery, and if 
any complaint is made afterward it may 
safely be attributed to an uneven motion 
of the balance. 

In the case of an “off-timer” during the 
night, as the above-described one, it is easy 
to assume that the owner of the watch is 
accustomed to lay the watch down during 
the night, thereby eliminating the fric- 
tion and weight of the balance that exist 
when the watch is kept on the edge when 
in the pocket or hanging up. Thus the 
balance will take a wider motion on the 
flat than on edge. There are two reasons 
for watches to gain on the flat. One is the 
natural, wide motion of the balance which 
occurs in the flat position on account of 
less friction, imparting more momentum 
and vivacity to the balance, thus bringing 
the same back in quicker time; the other 
reason is that of an “overbank,” which 
means that the jewel pin, owing to an extra 
large motion of the balance, hits the outside 
of the fork and causes the balance to re- 
turn with an unnatural force, thus creating 


an “off-timer” which can never be rectified 
by the hairspring. 

Now let us attempt to rectify the timing 
error of a watch which has been accurately 
timed on the rack in a hanging position 
but found to gain dial up or dial down. 
It may be readily understood that when the 
watch is keeping correct time in one posi- 
tion and we make any alteration on the 
hairspring it will surely knock out the first 
timing. Hence a watch running correct 
pendant up and gaining dial up, if the hair- 
spring be let out to bring it to time when 
dial up it will cause the same watch to lose 
when pendant up, and wice versa. This 
illustration shows us very plainly that any 
position errors can never be rectified by 
changing the length of the hairspring. 
Here is a scheme that has been practised 
by the writer very successfully on such 
occasions when the error was one of the 
first mentioned. 

We will assume that the watch does not 
“overbank” only through the natural vi- 
vacious oscillation of the balance it gains 
when dial up. There are two simple and 
very effective ways to rectify this error. 
It may plainly be seen that the balance has 
less friction with dial up and permits a 
wider motion than on the edge, thus cre- 
ating the gain with dial up. It will in- 
variably be found that whenever a watch 
gains when dial up the balance pivots are 
rounded up on the top thus decreasing the 
friction of the pivots on their respective 
end stones to a minimum. It has been my 
experience that whenever the balance pivots 
have been stoned off flat on the ends the lit- 
tle added friction caused by this operation 
was sufficient to offset the gain on the dial- 
up position, and an equal motion, as well 
as closer rate in both positions, was thereby 
effected. 

Another method by which the above- 
mentioned position error may be success- 
fully eliminated is the following: We will 
say, for instance, that a watch has been 
timed close pendant up but found to gain 
two minutes in 24 hours when dial up. It 
is, of course, assumed that when close tim- 
ing is expected the regulator pins are 
closed up tight before timing is to be begun. 
The vibration of the spring between the 
regulator pins should only be noticeable 


through a double eyeglass, which means 
that the spring should only be free in the 
pins without unnecessary space. Now, to 
eliminate the above position error it is 
well to manipulate the regulator pins in 
such manner that the hairspring will play 
between the regulator pins only when the 
balance is caused to take a wide motion, 
and rest on one regulator pin when the 
ordinary motion of the balance exists. In 
other words, it will require a wide motion 
of the balance to cause the hairspring to 
play between the pins. 

Now, as we all know that when the hair- 
spring plays between the regulator pins it 
causes the watch to lose, and vice versa, it 
is easily comprehended that, by the ma- 
nipulation of the spring, the momentum of 
the balance during dial up can be counter- 
balanced by the simultaneous effect of the 
hairspring play in its regulator pins, which 
will be arranged to vibrate between the 
pins when the balance takes a large motion 
and to hang solid on one pin when the vi- 
bration of the balance is short. Thus the 
time of the watch will be equally affected 
under long and short vibrations of the 
balance. 

The effect of an “overbank” is some- 
times more difficult to overcome in timing, 
as the “overbank” must be entirely elim- 
inated. When the jewel pin strikes the 
outside of the fork there can never be a 
uniformity in rate, as the least movement 
of the body, when the watch is in the 
pocket, may cause the watch to “overbank” 
and the jewel pin to strike the outside of 
the fork from one to five or six times, and 
the watch will gain more or less, according 
to the amount of the double impulse re- 
ceived. The easiest way to overcome an 
“overbank” is to substitute the mainspring 
by one of a half of one degree weaker than 
the one that caused the “overbank.” The 
reason it is well to change the mainspring 
before any attempt is made to rectify an 
“overbank” by. any other method may be 
explained by the fact that a broken main- 
spring is sometimes replaced by a careless 
repairer and one that is stronger than the 
original is used. It would in such case be 
poor policy to change the lock or to stone 
flat the balance pivots before a weaker 
mainspring has been tried. It sometimes 
occurs that, when working on an “over- 
bank,” considerable difficulty is witnessed 
before the desired results are possible to 
obtain, for the following reason: When 
a certain watch is found to “overbank” and 
the mainspring is substituted by a weaker 
one, it sometimes causes a poor motion on 
the edge which acts upon the timing in a

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similar way as the “overbank”; hence the 
unequal timing rate. And we find that, 
while the “overbank” has been eliminated, 
we have nothing accomplished to affect the 
timing qualities. 

It sometimes becomes necessary in such 
extreme cases to give a little more fric- 
tion to the pivots by changing one or both 
balance jewels for jewels of thicker dimen- 
sions; or, to make this plainer, we will say 
jewels with longer holes. Thus the fric- 
tion will be greater, inasmuch as a longer 
part of the pivot will be in contact with 
the jewel hole. It is true that, theoretic- 
ally, the length of the jewel hole should 
not exceed the width of the pivot which 
runs in the hole; but practical experience 
has often pointed out to us that we are 
sometimes necessitated to make a slight de- 
viation from theory in order to gain cer- 
tain results, and this is mainly true in po- 
sition timing. 

Experts who make a study of timing in 
position will readily admit that the main 
object to bear in mind is to obtain results, 
and for this reason the adjusting of high- 
grade watches to positions in watch fac- 
tories is left entirely to the discretion of 
well-paid and 
gardless of theory. 

Of course, all preliminary examinations 
should be given an “off-timer” before any 
rectifications are undertaken. This must 
be well understood, as there are many “off- 
timers” caused by other errors outside of 
friction, such as loose timing screws, for 
instance. 

A watch may be accurately timed and 
keep up a good rating for a while, and all 
at once start to gain or lose. In such case 
it is well to try all balance screws, mainly 
the mean timing screws, as it sometimes 
occurs when screws are too free in their 
respective threads they turn during some 
jolt of the watch and cause the watch to 
vary in the timekeeping. A loose cannon 
pinion has often caused many repairers to 
spend a good deal of work without results 
before they have come to the conclusion 
that something is wrong with the dial 
train. At times it may be the minute 
wheel that binds or the intermittent wheel 
that is not free enough; but, of course, all 
conditions must be set right when timing 
errors are being looked for. 

It is far better to have a cannon pinion 
that turns a little hard than one that acts 
too freely on its center pinion; for this rea- 
son it sometimes occurs that when the can- 
non pinion is too free and the crystal only 
slightly touches the minute hand it will, 
at certain intervals, retard the hand and 
we may spend much unnecessary time look- 
ing up the cause of an “off-timer” before it 
will become apparent that a higher crystal 
will rectify the error. This generally oc- 
curs when a watch which has been care- 
fully repaired and correctly timed is, per- 
chance, given to some careless repairer for 
a crystal, and afterward, when the low 
crystal affects the timekeeping, it is not 
unusual to take the watch back to the orig- 
inal repairer, with the remark that since 
the new crystal has been fitted the watch 
never kept good time.

THE HOROLOGICAL REVIEW 


Systematizing the Watch Repair Shop. 





HE call of our present era for efficiency 
and system no doubt assists in indus- 
trial advance. To a certain extent each 
line of business or workshop can be im- 
proved when a proper system is adopted. 
What the efficiency expert can accomplish 
in this respect for large corporations each 
individual can do in his own line if proper 
attention is given to details. There are 
many repairers who work along in an old- 
fashioned manner without regard to mod- 
ern appliances or methods; naturally, they 
are readily outwitted by their fellow crafts- 
men of the younger generation who believe 
in and adopt a system in their workshop. 

Probably the most essential reform to 
make in an old-fashioned repair shop is 
in the receiving and delivery system of 
watches and clocks. This is generally con- 
ducted in a very crude manner, and fre- 
quently the customer is called upon by the 
repairer to pick out his or her watch from 
the rack because the tag which should be 
attached by the repairer is lost or its num- 
ber obliterated. While the tag system is 
recommendable for the purpose of readily 
detecting a repair by its duplicate number, 
it is nevertheless a poor method to depend 
entirely on the tag number. For it often 
occurs that two watches are being repaired, 
and the cases sent out to be buffed or re- 
paired, when they are returned, have the 
tags exchanged owing to an inadvertency 
on the part of the casemaker. 

This creates a confusion in the delivery. 
This leaves it more to guesswork than cer- 
tainty for the repairer to decide whether a 
nickel watch belongs to Mr. A. and a, say, 
20-year gold-filled to Mr. B., or vice versa. 
Of course, eventually the customers will 
clear the matter up and get their own 
watches back; but it does not require very 
many errors of this kind to injure the repu- 
tation of an establishment and destroy the 
confidence of the patrons. 

In connection with the tag system, when 
absolute control for a repair department is 
desired it is essential to establish a simple 
but accurate booking and checking system 
which will enable the repairer to establish 
all necessary data as to the identity of a 
watch left for repairs. When a watch is 
taken in for repairs the following remarks 
should be entered in the repair book: 
(1) Name and address of the customer; 
(2) full description of the case and number 
of movement, as well as the number of 
jewels; (3) date received, date promised 
and price to be paid for repairs, also what 
repairs the watch calls for and whether to 
be guaranteed or not. 

If, for instance, a watch is left for re- 
pair and only a mainspring is required, the 
customer not, wishing to have the watch 
entirely overhauled, we must enter the re- 
pair as mainspring only, without guaran- 
tee. Thus if the same watch should stop 
or not keep accurate time several weeks 
after the mainspring was inserted, it.elim- 
inates all responsibilities of the repairer so 
far as the usual guarantee is concerned. 
Customers must be informed that a watch 
can only be guaranteed to keep accurate 
time when thoroughly repaired, but not 
when only individual parts are attended to. 
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This repair bookkeeping may be very ac- 
curately kept without much time or care, 
providing a simple system is adopted. 

For instance, take any ordinary book 
ruled up with spaces for “name,” “address,” 
“number of watch,” “how many jewels,” 
“open face or hunting,” “engraved or plain 
polished,” “what size,” “the kind of repairs 
to be done,” “price,” “date received,” “date 
returned.” A space in this book should 
also be provided for the signature of a 
customer in cases where checks for watches 
have been lost and the watch must be de- 
livered without the representation of the 
proper check. It is then a safeguard for 
the repairer to obtain the signature from 
the customer opposite the space “received” 
in case of afterward presenting the check 
when found. We can then readily prove 
that the watch has been duly delivered and 
signed for. It is not a rare occurrence for 
repairers to deliver a watch without receiv- 
ing the check back and some time later 
the check will be presented. To make this 
repair entry a very simple one, it is well to 
rule up a book providing for all the spaces 
described above and merely fill in the de- 
scription of the repairs as they come along. 
All descriptions should be abbreviated in 
some way, such as: “P. S.,” for pendant 
set; “P. P.,” for plain polished; “O. F.,” 
for open face; etc., etc. 

Besides the businesslike assurance which 
this system offers to both customer and 
repairer that no error is being made in the 
delivery, there is another object of mutual 
benefit to be considered. With a proper 
booking and checking system in the repair 
department it is possible for the repairer 
to send out an occasional reminder to all 
his customers whose names and addresses 
are kept in the repair book. 

This valuable advertising medium, if 
cleverly and neatly devised, will bring the 
watchmaker in closer touch with the cus- 
tomers and many sales can*be made be- 
tween repair times. For instance, a card 
may be sent out to each repair customer 
reminding him that at a given date we were 
allowed the opportunity of putting his time- 
piece in order and we hope it is in good 
condition, or if any defects have become 
obvious our guarantee still holds good; 
and at the same time we can announce 
some particular bargains or novelties of a 
certain department. 

Another advantage in favor of the cus- 
tomers in booking the movement and num- 
ber is that it enables us, in cases where 
watches are stolen, to help our customers 
locate and recover the stolen watch by 
furnishing the police with the details from 
our repair book to establish the identity of 
the watch. This system may also be ap- 
plied to jewelry repairs. In this case, how- 
ever, numbered envelopes must be used and 
all the repairs must be kept in the envel- 
opes and book according to the numbers on 
the envelope. There is no doubt that much 
confusion can be avoided by this or some 
similar system in the repair department.
